‘Parrot Fever’ 


WASHINGTON, 
Jan. 
13—CA*)— 
Surgeon General Cumming today 
placed Dr. Charles Armstrong, pub­ 
lic health epidemologlst. in charge 
of a nationwide investigation of 
widely scattered serious illnesses a t­ 
tributed to “parrot fever” or psit- 


Cailing in all assistant surgeon 
genersls, Dr. Cumming conferred 
with them today to consider unof­ 
ficial reports attributing twenty- 
five cases of sickness to the rare 
disease. He said later th a t he be- 
t tiered the situation w arranted the 
public health service’s “serious a t­ 
tention.” 
Three deaths, in Pittsburgh, An­ 
napolis 
and 
Toledo, 
respectively, 
have been attributed to the malady. 
Health officials believe the disease 
is transm itted only from birds af­ 
flicted to human beings. 
Dr. George W. McCoy, director of 
the health service's hygienic labora­ 
tory, was in New York today, 19 
was said here, and with the city 
health authorities, he will investi­ 
gate at a large pet shop from 
which iv is thought discased birds

Why Rutter Is Cheap. 
LINCOLN. Neb., Jan. 12. 
To the editor of The 
Lincoln 
Star: 
Producers and those Inter­ 
ested In the Industry realize that 
butter is 13 or 14 cents lower than 
it was a year ago. In tact It Is 
lower for the season than it has 
been since 1916. This drop in price 
has caused a big loss to the pro­ 
ducers and to those who have stored 
butter. Due to this shrink, pro­ 
ducers In Nebraska alone will lose 
at least 66.000.000 this season 
We had good pastures last sum­ 
mer which caused a slight increase 
In production. This, however, was 
not enough to make the big sur­ 
plus which we now have. The prin­ 
cipal trouble was due to the fact 
that as a nation, we consumed 
about 30.000.000 pounds more but­ 
ter substitutes In 1939 than we did 
in 1928. and every pound of sub­ 
stitute replaced a pound of butter, 
With the increased make and the 
lack of consumption we found our­ 
selves. on December 1st, with 40,- 
000 OOO pounds more butter In stor­ 
age than we had a year ago and we 
are now some 32,000.000 pounds 
over the five-year average for Jan­ 
uary IU. 
If we were short on cheese and 
other dairy 
products, 
we 
could 


to extract and retain calcium, an­ 
other vital element in the growth 
and health of the young. 
Butter has been thoroughly dem­ 
onstrated to be essential for the 
young, and authorities everywhere 
advise that children be given lib-
